take the bat, make a cabalistic chalk- 
mark on it impossible to counterfeit, and 
return it with the remark • 


"Teat will serve your turn; any of my 


agents will recognize that anywhere, and 
won't receive a cent from the man whose 
bat is so marked." 


Keeside was right. All his agents 


knew the mark, at once. The thing be- 
came so common that some fellows tried 
to imitate it, but they were invariably 
detected and compelled either to leave 
tbe stage or pay their fare. In the South

This statement has just 


been completed, after mueh labor upo« 
the part of the clerks in the auditor's 
office, and not without considerable 
difficulty. The table, which is too elab- 
orate for our columns, contains infor- 
mation of great interest—much of it 
never having been heretofore published. 
We can find room, however, for a brief 
summary of its most important features. 


It appears, from the figures given 


that, during the past forty years, or 
from Dec. 1,1839, to Oat. 1, 1880, the 
total disbursements of the State for the 
purposes named were as follows: Legis- 
lative Department, $4,217,086.40; Ex- 
ecutive 
Department, 
14,770,663.80 ; 


Judicial Department, $3,613,220.24; 
debt for public works, $30,276,307.06; 
educational purposes, $26,027,132.85 ; 
miscellaneous, $22,803,56511; $91,- 
707,975.4(5. 


It will be observed as a gratifying 


fact that out of the ninety-one millions 
expended by the State during this 
peiiod, over twenty six millions-— con- 
siderably more than a fourth ot it— 
went for educational purposes. Only 
one item in the list—tlie debt for pub- 
lie works—exceeds this princely provi- 
sion for the instruction of the youth of 
the Stale.

debt also show a most gratifying state 
of affairs to every man who takes pride 
in being a citizen of a commonwealth 
which promptly pajs ils honest debts.

Mr. Nathan ClmraSi, of Uranil Bap- 


id*, Mioh., wtiting to his paper, The 
Times, from New fork, sketches Jay 
QuuW and his colossal Snancial opera- 
tions In the following interesting style : 


1 have written to the Times upon 


several previous occasions bits of news 
cencerning Jay Gould, the most fameus 
man in his way injthe world. But he is 
never less than an interesting study to 
me, and I would like to watch the man 
for weeks instead of months. He is, at 
once, the most and least known man in 
Aaierioa to-day. 1 know two or three 
men who are with Jay Gould almost 
daily, and they tell me he is more of 
an enigma to them than to strangers. 
Many speculators share in certain of 
the soorets upon which Gould builds the 
colossal operations that have made his 
name and power, but be never lets any- 
body into .any scheme in its entirety. 
Reticence is his chief safe guard ; with- 
out it the ruling power in Wall street 
and railroad circles would have long ago 
been in other hands. Jay Gonld is 
generally regarded ta a man hard as 
iron and as cold. In reality there is no 
man in this country who is so easily 
practiced upon or who ii so robbed by 
certain classes. Born and reared in 
poverty, he has raised himself to a 
financial condition second to that of no 
man in the world. Thinking that the 
readers »f the Times, who dny after 
day see allusions to this nun and his 
sehem«s ; who for years have heard and 
read of him, may like to know more 
about his personality, I lirtve become 
indebted to a brother journalist for 
much of the 
following paper. 
The 


father of Juy Gould was a farmer, who 
operated a small place in Hoxbury, N. 
Y. The section in which this farm 
was loaated is noted as being produc- 
tive of bankruptcy. The elder Gould 
was poor. 
His son's early education 


was neglected. The facilities for learn- 
ing which surrounded him were of the 
most primitive kind, and his work on 
the farm precluded him from taking full 
advantage even of these. As a boy he 
longed for professional work. Leaving 
th* farm he found employment in the 
county surveyor's office. 
Jay 
Gould 


was sect to survey Rensselaer and Sar- 
atoga counties, and did his work well. 
His map of Albany may still be seen 
in several of the older offices of that 
city. 
He made $1,000 clear in this 


scheme, and with it 'bought a tannery 
in Goldaboro, Pa. 
Here he soenmnla- 


ted money rapidly, and was soon ena- 
bled to buy up a majority of the stock 
of the llenn^elaer and Saratoga rail- 
jo*d, which was on the market at a low 
figure. Here it was that he showed his 
first ability as a railway manager, and 
not many months elapsed before he had 
brought .his company into a flourishing 
oondition. At the outbreak of the war 
he went into Wall street, where by 
skillful manipulation of stocks, and the 
absolute secrecy of conducting opera- 
tions, he soon won a foremost place. 
The same methods he. pursued at first 
are his nnv. They make him the most 
dangerous of antagonists, for Gonld 
never emerges from the background un- 
til he hud carried his points and won 


Every night Kelden would get Gould's 
orders for next day's purchases. Then 
he would give Mrs. Williams points. 
That worthy matron had a friend called 
Gordon, and unto this man she would 
impart information. 
With commenda- 


ble enterprise, Gordon would be found 
on Wall street early in the morning, 
and with the aid of friends always 
bought such stock as Gould wanted. 
Two or three hours later Belden would 
appear and buy Gordon's holdings for 
Gould. 
After awhile one of the 'pals" 


got mixed up in a cheap robbery case, 
and through detectives, Jay Gould dis- 
covered losses of millions. Mr. and 
Mrs. Belden now live in an elegant 
house up the Hudson somewhere, and a 
friend tells me they attend church with 
great regularity. They do no business 
with Mr. Gould, however. 


Gould is 45 years of age, but lie car- 


ries his years so well that I should 
think him younger. There is a slight 
tinge of gray upon his intensely black 
beard, and bis high, full forehead, and 
sharp, dark eyes attract notice. 
His 


friends tell me that within a year or 
two he has changed his methods of do- 
ing business. Where be used to man- 
ipulate stocks altogether, they say he 
is now exclusively engaged in the es- 
tablishment and management of great 
telegraph and railroad enterprises. But 
it wont do to. rely wholly upon the ap- 
parent stillness of the man whe holds 
the stoek market by the throat, and 
who dan choke shekels .out of it when- 
ever he happens to be in the mood. 


UNION SOLDIERS OF THE Wilt. 


The Adjutant General's office 
at 


Washington has recently issued a state- 
ment of the number of men furnished 
for the Union army, under call from the 
President, from which it appears that. 
in all calls the quotas from all the 
States were 2,763,670 and the men fur- 
nished were 2,772,408, and 80,725 paid 
commutation, making a total of 2,859,- 
132. 
Tbe States tha t exceeded their 


quotas were Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Bliode Island, Connecticut. District of 
Columbia, Ohio, Illinois, Kansas, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas, North Carolina. There 
were 93,441 colored troops not credited 
to any States. In Kansas only two 
were paid commutation, and tb« State 
exceed its quota by 7,213 men. Illi- 
nois exceeded its quota by 14,596 men, 
and only fifty-five men paid commuta- 
tion. 


There were in all 2,3:20,272 reduced 


to a three-years call, of which New 
York furnished 392,270 men, but she 
was short of her quota by over 50,000 
men, Pennsylvania furnished 265,517— 
sha was short nearly 50,000 men ; 
Ohio furnished 240,511 and Illinois 
214,143 men. 


Pennsylvania paid commutation on 


23,171 men, New York on 13,197, Ohio 
on 6,479, Massachusetts on 5,318, New 
Jersey on 4,196, Maryland on 3,078, 
Kentucky on 3,678, etc.

The anthracite output last year waa 


the largest ever known in the history of 
the trade, approximating 25,000,000 
tons.
